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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The IDS filed 
9/24/2003 and 6/ 22/ 04 have been considered and do not read on nor render obvious 
the claimed invention. A terminal disclaimer is filed over US Patent 6388084 to 
overcome obvious double patenting over this reference. 

The closest prior art reference is Tilley et. al. (See Reference U). The primary 
differences between the Tilley compound and the instantly claimed compound are the 
substitution on the R1 phenyl ring and the pyridine ring. In the instant compound, the 
R1 phenyl ring is unsubstituted and the pyridine ring is substituted with double bonded 
oxygen. In the Tilley compound, the R1 phenyl ring is substituted with phenyl and the 
pyridine ring is not substituted with a double bonded oxygen. At page 1816, see 
compound 16. 

The prior art reference does not teach nor suggest to one of ordinary skill 
in the art how to modify the prior art compound to derive the instant compound. 
Therefore the instant claims are allowable therefrom.
